The town council recently held a 
reguiar meeting in the town office. 

Among the subjects brought up 
was the fencing of the open basement 
of the Palace Hotel, The council 
were informed that the Agricultura 
Association did not wish to dispose 
of any of the wire surrounding the 
fair grounds, Councillor W. Thompson 
suggested using cable, the same as ig 
used on the highways. He stated the 
Blackfoot Municipality had got some 
wire from the Turner Valiey oil well 
drillers at a very small cost. The 
rest of the councillors thought this a 
good idea and the secretary was in- 
structed to make inquires regarding 
the purchase of some of this cable. 

The public works department are to 
attend to the matter of burning off the 
grass at the cemetery. They hoped tu 
be aided by the boy scouts. A tank of 
water will be on hand for emergen- 
cies, 

‘The question of horses and cows 
strolling uround the streets was next 
brought up. Nothing was done about 
it as it was figured that this matter 
would adjust itself. 

Ted Krauses service station was 
found to be in a park area aci cording 
by-law should be agricultural district, 
whereas it was really commercial dis- 
trict. By-law 247 was introduced. Lais 
by-law is to amend by-law 229 zoning 
and building by-law. It was read 
three times and passed. 

It was announced that some people 
allow irrigation water to run to waste, 
The secretary was instructed to write

‘ne rough condition of the main 
street of the town was discussed at 
length. The secretary was insiructed 
to write Mr. Graham, government 
engineer and see if the work of 
putting this street in excellent con- 
dition could be done by the man 
who runs the maintainer on the main 
highway, This machine could easily 
tear up the street and level it off. 

A letter had been received from the 
Calgary Powei Co. explaining the 
reason for the service charge par- 
ticularly in regard to the motor at the 
reservoir, which is only in use dur- 
ing the summer months. 

The secretary advised the council 
that the health inspector had paid his 
annual visit. His report had not yet 
been received. He had visited the 
dairies and found one not up to stand- 
ard, 

The subject of highway accidents 
came up. The secretary stated he 
had obtained information from sev- 
eral towns regarding the way they 
handled the speed of motorists. Some 
had by-laws, others didn’t. The At- 
tormey General’s department ad- 
vised that the town had no authority 
to pass such a by+law. Motorists 
could be prosecuted under section 43 
of the Vehicles and Highways Traffic 
Act, The information was ordered 
filed.

TOO FAST DIVING 


There has been quite a number of 
comments on the speed at which some 
of the young people drive their cars 
round the streets. The present social 
demands scarcely seem to justify 
this terrific rush to get from here 
to there, In fact, quite frequently | 
there appears no object, except to the 
end of the block as fast as possible. 
If they were on missions of life or 
death, or carrying tidings oi great joy, 
their actions would be more under- 
standable. But as everyone knows, 
they have all the time there is, to 
get where they are going, and viewed 
in a large way, their errands are per- 
haps not particularly important. So 
there is really nothing to Justify the 
rush. Their violation of the rules of 
safety, good judgement and common 


sense-are in most instances quite 
involuntary. They probably do not 
realize that ther are regarded as 


danger spots in cammunity welfare. 
But this is true, Fast driving within 
the limits of the town holds grave 
danger. On every street, little children 
are moving thoughtlesly to and fro 
and must be safeguarded.

At Stobart Lake thousands of ducks 
are lying dead along the shore and in 
the weeds. Hearing that Art Bremner 
Namaka, had stated there were many 
birds lying dead there the Call report- 
er went up Sunday and investigated 
and found the statement was only too 
true. Most of the birds that were 
on the shore dead were lying on their 
breasts with their bills tucked under- 
aeath. Examination of those recently 
dead showed bleeding from the nos- 
trils, Not being an expert in bird 
we could find no other signs, 
Ur duck on shore appeared yery ‘i-k 

. anes to nola nis head up, In trying 
to catch him he waddled back to the 
water fecbly flapping his wings and 
getting into the water he slowly 
swam away, ThTe light breeze blow- 
ing at the time ruffled his feathers 
badly, showing he tad no control 
over them, Another bird which we 
were able to catch struggled very 
feebly and was bleeding from the 
nostrils. After setting him down in the 
water it made no attempt to swim a- 
way. Nearby several ducks showed 
evidence of having been partially eat- 
evidence of having been partilly eat- 
en by hawks. A little further up the 
bank two dead hawks were found. 
the question then was would the 
ducks eat grasshopper poison and 
would it kill them? ! 

At two places 50 dead birds were 
-ounted in a distance of 100 feet, an-

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THE ALBERTA WHEAT POOL 
CONDUCTING WHEAT 
SURVEY 


The Aberta heat Pool is conduct- 
ing a survey of wheat being grown 
in all districts where clubs are located 
Department of Agriculture field men 
in judging the groups and scoring the 
club plots for purity of variety are 
also making purity of variety counts 
on the wheat of the farmers, The sys- 
tem followed is that the judge when 
he has finished the junior plots, pro- 
ceeds to the adjacent fields on the 
farm and prepares a purity of variety 
report on the wheat grown, 

By this method the Alberta Wheat 
Pool hopes to obtain a fairly accurate 
idea of the quality of the wheat be- 
ing grown by wheat producers 
throughout the province. The wheat 
clubs number 46, being located in dis- 
tricts extending from Bow Island in 
the south to Grande Prairie in the 
north. The total membership approv- 
jmates 758 punior farmers and around 
700 farms will be reported upon in 
the survey. The Wheat Pool has 
been for the ‘past few years taking 
a great deal of interest in the work 
of educating t he junior farmers in 
the province in the benefits of growing 
pure varieties of grain, It is be- 
lieved that the innovation’ introduced 
this year of testing the run of the 
crop on the various farms on which 
the juniors live will give further 
encouragement to the movement for 
seed improvement as well as provid- 
ing valuable information,

Canada As a Leader 


Judged in terms of years, Canada is a very young country, and this fact 
fs brought home to any one who studies the histories of the countries of 
Europe and Asia, Canada, too, while a country great in area, is of sparse 
population and in this respect is nowise comparable to the older countries of 
Asia and Europe, or of the United States. 

But during its brief history, Canada and the Canadian people have 
achieved some truly great fhings and pioneered in numerous fields which 
have resulted in conferring outstanding benefits upon all mankind. 

Our thoughts are turned in this direction by the centenary of one very 
notable Canadian achievement. On August 5, 1933, Canadians celebrated the 
passing of one hundred years since the first vessel crossed the Atlantic 
Ocean,—any ocean in fact,—steaming the whole way. It was a Canadian 
vessel, the ‘Royal William,’”’ built at Quebec and launched on April 29, 1831, 
and with Canadian built machinery except the cranks and shaft, which made 
this epoch voyage, sailing from Pictou, Nova Scotia, on August 5, 1833, for 
London, England. 

Other vessels had previously crossed the seas using steam to a certain 
extent, but no other vessel had ever made the voyage with “steam up” all | 
the way. According to an account of this world-famous vessel appearing in 
the August number of the Canadian Geographical Journal, the ‘Royal 
William” actually established seven primary records,—two Canadian records, 
three foreign records, and two world records, 

The ‘Royal William’? was: (1) The first seagoing steamer ever built 
in Canada; (2) the first steamer that ever plied on intercolonial affairs,— | 
from Quebec to Halifax; (3) the first steamer that ever entered a U.S. har- | 
bor under the Union Jack; (4) the first steam transport in Portugal; (5) 
the first steam man-of-war in Spain; (6) the first vessel in the world that saskatchewan 
ever fired a shot in action under steam; (7) the first vessel that ever crossed |

Royal Ontario Museum 

Bird specimens, numbering 2650, 
collected along the Hudson Bay coast 
between Churchill and Eskimo Point, 
are ready for shipment to the Royal 
Ontario Museum, to be added to the 
collection of 19,000 used for research 
and ornithological studies. The col- 
lector, Arthur C, Twomey, of Edmon- 
ton, student of the University of Al- 
berta, who undertakes this work as 
a private enterptise, has had many 
specimens accepted by the museum 
during the past three years. A selec- 
tion will be made from the shipment 
when it arrives. 

L. L. Snyder, ornithologist at the 
museum, says the collection of birds 
from the sub-Arctic is still small. The 
bird skins used for studies are kept

The antidote likewise surpasses

cyanide poisoning, he says. He cre- 
dits the cyanide discovery to B. For- 
esti, an Italian scientist. 

The antidote is sodium tetrathlo- 
nate, awell known synthetic chem- 
ical. Its constituents are sulphur ana 
sodium, Draize used it by intravenous 
injection on poisoned rabbits.

Record Of English History Shows 
Very Few Things Escaped 

There have been many strange ex- 
periments in taxation in English his- 
tory, Henry the Eighth taxed beards, 
and graduated the tax according to 
the position of the wearer, The Sher- 
iff of Canterbury was constrained to 
pay the sum of three shillings and 
fourpence for the privilege of wearing 
whiskers. Elizabeth likewise put a 
similar tax on every beard of over a 
fortnight’s growth. Elizabeth was also 
bent on making the country of a re- 
ligious turn of mind, and all who 
stayed away from church on Sunday 
rendered themselves liable to a fine. 
In 1695 it was decided that births 
should be taxed. The birth of a child 
to a Duke cost the proud father thir- 
ty pounds in taxes, whilst the coming 
of a commoner child into the world | 
was made the occasion of a tax of 
two shillings, Bachelors and widow- 
ers were compelled to pay for the 
privilege of single blessedness. It was 
William Pitt who instituted the win- 
dow-tax. In the reign of George the 
First it was mecessary to have a 
license in order to sell hats, Then 
there was a tax on hair powder and a 
tax on watches and clocks. In the 
reign of George the Third a duty of 
two shillings and sixpence was im- 
posed on bricks. At a later period in| 
the same reign bricks were divided, 
for the purpose of taxation, into com- 
mon and dressed bricks, and the duty 
on each kind of brick was regulated 
according to its size.

Ancient Wheat 


Wheat From Tombs Of Egypt Pro- 
duces Crop In India 

Ears of wheat were among the pro- 
visions laid in the tombs of royalty 
buried in the Egyptian, or the Meso- 
potamian, or the Indian cultures that, 
thousands of years ago in_ history, 
prevailed before e of Aryan 
tongues had emerged from out of the 
slime of our muddy existences. In 
the royal tombs excavated in Egypt 
s0me years ago, wheat was found, 
but efforts to procreate it were un- 
successful. Ears of wheat laid just as 
long ago in Sind, India, have been 
found, and having been sown have re- 
produced themselves. In short, ‘‘mum- 
my" wheat has been harvested. 

This wheat was plucked and placed 
for the sustenance of the royal dead

cundity, though civilizations rose and 
sank and were forgotten by other 
civilizations that have taken ther 
place. Wheat remained the food of 
whatever culture was attained. This 
present civilization, until recent years 
very uninformed of the high culture 
of the civilizations that passed away 
before it rose with gradualness, chief- 
ly exists on the wheat it raises. 

Aryan hands today sow the ear of 
this wheat grown in culture that van- 
ished 4,000 to 5,000 years ago, and in 
a Christian mission garden at Umed- 
pur in the United Provinces of India, 
it bears a harvest, it has germinated, 
and ripened and been garnered; and 
having been sown and resown, its l:t- 
tle harvest is being sold for the bene- 
fit of the mission farm.

W. D. MacWorth, private detective 
engaged in the case, revealed that a 
brief note was received at the Watson 
Art Galleries here May 26, and was 
mailed from the Montreal general 
post office. It said: “We wish to in- 
form you that we have your 16 pic- 
tures in our possession, and as you 
know that this damp weather is go- 
ing to spoil them, and if you want 
them hack it will cost you $10,000. 
Otherwise we assure you that you 
will never find them. 

“You can answer to our proposition 
by writing in the art column of any 
local newspaper, and to prove to you 
we have them, we will send you one 
of the cheapest ones as soon as we 
have everything understood, and set- 
tled about the money.
